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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments presented in the 7/7/06 request for 
reconsideration are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Moon '335 fails to disclose a same circular polarization direction between the 
CCF layer and the first cholesteric liquid crystal polarizing layer. The examiner maintains that the CCF layer 200 has a right-handed 
helical direction to transmit the color red in a left-handed polarization direction. Page 1 paragraph 0014 of Moon '335 discloses that such 
a color filter has a right-handed circular polarization direction to transmit color in a particular wavelength band in the left-handed direction. 
Further, the CLC layer disclosed by Moon '335 also has a right-handed helical direction as it transmits left-handed circularly polarized light 
(see page 3 0045, Applicant's Remarks Page 6). 
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
